Meeting called to order at 9 A. M. by the Moderator, 
Bernard I. Churchill, who proceeded to read the warrant. 


On the motion of William K. Davis, it was voted that 
the polls be kept open until 6.30 P. M. 


Article 1. At 6.30 P. M. the polls were declared 
closed and the ballots were counted with the following 
results:

Meeting called to order at 8.45 P. M. by the 
Moderator, Bernard I. Churchill. 


The results of balloting for town officers were an- 
nounced. 


On motion of George Bowen it was voted that the 
remaining town officers be appointed by the selectmen. 


Article 2. The recommendations of the finance com- 
mittee were read by T. W. Locke. After some discussion 
it was voted that the salaries of the supervisors of the 
check list be raised from $7.50 to $10.00. 


On motion of Kenneth F. Briggs it was voted to raise 
$25.00 extra for the Library for books for the secondary 
school list. 


Mr. Davis explained that selectmen receive $4.00 a 
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day only when there is a State election in connection with 
the town meeting. 


The finance committee made the suggestion of a relief 
account of $3,500 and how it should be apportioned but 
the budget showed that only $2,900 was asked for in- 
cluding relief department, old age and W. P. A., and it 
was explained that that amount would be enough with the 
other funds that were available. 


William K. Davis explained why relief agent received 
more than $100.00 because of extra work. 


On the motion of Samuel Boyd it was voted that the 
salary of the relief agent be $150.00 for the coming year. 


On motion of Robert Prescott it was voted that we 
accept the budget as amended. 


Article 8. Under this article the finance committee 
asked these questions to be explained: 


What was printed by Earle B. Shaw and what supplies 
bought from Brown and Saltonstall, Wheeler and Clark 
and Edison C. Eastman? 


The Shaw bill was for town stationery and poll tax 
bills and tax bills. 


The supplies included a loose-leaf file for town clerk 
for vital statistics, tax collector’s books and town order 
sheets, town warrants, dog tags, etc. 


Other questions asked were explained. 


On the motion of Samuel Boyd it was voted that any 
town officer hiring men whose poll taxes are not paid, are 
to notify the tax collector. 


On motion of Thomas Locke it was voted that the 
reports of the town officers be accepted as amended. 


It was also voted that last year’s reports be accepted. 
Article 4. On motion of George Bowen it: was: voted 


to authorize the selectmen to hire money in anticipation 
of taxes. 
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Article 5. The finance committee recommended that 
the town accept Class V aid, the town to raise and ap- 
propriate $192.29 and the State will contribute $769.14, 
the same to be expended on the Marcoux’s Grove road and 
to be expended under the supervision of the road com- 
missioner. 


A. Ralph Estabrook explained about the roads, 
especially the So. Hampton road and suggested it would 
be advisable to take advantage of Class V assistance this 
year and wait a while for the other road. 


On motion of William Foley it was voted to put the 
money for Class V road on the Smith’s Corner road. 


Article 6. The finance committee recommended that 
the sum of $321.00 be raised and appropriated to tar Pond 
Road and Whittier Street from residence of Charles Bly 
to Highland Street. 


On motion of William Davis it was voted to accept 
the recommendation of the committee. 


Article 7. The finance committee recommended that 
the town vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $25.00 
for Knapsack type water pumps and the State to match 
an equal amount. 


On motion of Winfred Snow it was voted to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $25.00 for these water pumps. 


Article 8. The finance committee recommended that 
this article be left open to discussion of the voters. After 
some discussion about Wallace Street, Mrs. Marshall made 
the motion that $200.00 be raised and expended on Wal- 
lace Street and the motion was carried. 


On motion of Thomas Locke it was voted that what- 
ever road is built under Class V will have to be tarred out 
of the road commissioner’s account. : 


It was voted that the names of all receiving direct 
relief be published in the town report. 
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On motion of William York it was voted that the 
town reports be printed and distributed one week before 
town meeting. 


It was voted that the Town Hall be rented to towns- 
people for $5.00 for the afternoon and evening. 


William Foley asked about the bills of the Hale Hos- 


pital and the Homeopathic Hospital which were explained 
by Mr. Davis.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board and Citizens of Newton: 


It is with pleasure that I present my annual report as 
Superintendent of your schools. 


The Statistical Report is for the school year ending 
June 30, 1939. This report is followed by the reports of 
the Music Supervisor and the School Nurse. 


The teaching staff in the schools of Newton is the same 
as last year. Miss Kelly attended summer school last sum- 
mer. Two of our teachers, Mrs. Knowles and Mrs. Wright 
took extension courses and also completed Dr. Durrell’s 
course in Remedial Reading last spring. Our teaching 
force is composed of persons well trained professionally 
and competent in the execution of their work. The Metro- 
politan Achievement tests which are given each year in 
grades one to eight, reveal commendable work and a spirit 
present in the schools which brings satisfactory results. The 
interest of the pupils, which is strong evidence of success in 
school work, is manifest to a remarkable degree. The 
schools are well equipped for their work. 


The enrollment for the year covered by this report was 
one hundred and thirty-four, which was sixteen more than 
during the year previous. The school attendance averaged 
95.14% of the membership, as compared with the state 
average of 94.74%. 


There were seventeen graduates from the eighth grade 
last June. All but one of these have entered a high school 
this year. Barbara Morse was the recipient of the medal 
awarded by the Sons of the American Revolution to the pu- 
pil in the graduating class of the elementary schools who 
has best exemplified the principles of good citizenship. 
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The following list shows the September enrollment of 
Newton pupils in High Schools:

Children between the ages of sixteen and twenty-one 
years old may be employed in industry. The working cer- 
tificate, if the work is in New Hampshire, is issued by the 
Superintendent of Schools for the town where the work 
takes place. Applicant should bring a birth certificate and 
a statement from employer certifying that employment is 
being given. If work is in Massachusetts, applicant should 
present to school department where work is located, a copy 
of birth certificate, and a statement of employment, and 
working papers will be given in exchange for these. In 
New Hampshire the certificate is required between the ages 
of sixteen to eighteen years. Those over eighteen years are 
required to file a birth certificate with the employer, and no 
work certificate is necessary. In Massachusetts, working 
certificates are required from persons sixteen to twenty-one 
years. Vacation and out-of-school-hours employment cer- 
tificates may be obtained as formerly. 


Training in safety has become almost as much of a ne- 
cessity as other fundamentals in any plan of education in 
this country. Considerable attention has been given to safe 
procedure at home, at school, on the playground, on the 
road, with fire and poisons, in water sports, and other var- 
ied aspects of safe living. 


Our cities have trade schools and mechanic art classes, 
and are able to furnish this type of education to those pu- 
pils, of high school age, that get a greater development 
from such experience than from. the regular high school 
work. These opportunities are not open to those of our 
boys that need it. The only solution of this problem would 
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be the establishment of such a school for a number of 
towns of a certain section. Haverhill has such a school, 
but at the present time it cannot take out-of-town pupils. If 
a school in this section, like Atkinson Academy or Sanborn 
Seminary could introduce such work, it would help both the 
pupils and the school. There is a real need for such work 
and there are federal grants available to the school offering 
such instruction. 


A number of motion pictures and weekly radio pro- 
grams have done much to bring interesting events and peo- 
ple more realistically into the schoolroom. Various clubs 
and activities have made the work more interesting, and 
helpful. They tend to develop such training as _ social 
responsibility, good manners, worthy use of leisure time, 
habits of cleanliness, good health, and good citizenship. 


The programs offered by the Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, 
Campfire Girls, and Four H Clubs, have splendid possibili- 
ties for character building and development of youth. 
Greater community cooperation is needed to carry out these 
programs. These organizations assist, in an effective way, 
in the educational program of our public schools. 


Water is available now in each of the three school 
buildings. Last Summer a pipe was driven at the Junction 
and a good supply of fine water obtained at very low cost. 
A pump and a porcelain sink are located in one of the en- 
tries. A water jar with a bubbler attachment completes 
the equipment. At the Village School a bubbler and a fau- 
cet with water from a pressure tank furnish fine drinking 
and washing facilities. The exterior of the Junction build- 
ing will need painting in the near future. 


Dental clinics have been made possible through the ef- 
fort of the Granges. I hope it will be possible to continue 
these clinics each year. Assistance from the Red Cross has 
again made possible first-aid materials, cod-liver oil, and 
glasses for children greatly in need of same. 


I am very appreciative of the interest and activity of 
the School Board in their unselfish efforts to make your 
schools the best that available funds allow. We have work- 
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ed together for another year for the best interests of the 
children. 


I would like to express my gratitude for the coopera- 
tion of the parents and citizens, as well as to those organi- 
zations that have given special assistance. 


I would not forget the loyal service and active efforts 
of the teachers. I give them many thanks for their support 
and diligence. They deserve the bulk of the credit.

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Report of Supervisor of Music 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


It is with pleasure that I present my annual report as 
Supervisor of Music in the Newton schools. 


Music education in our schools has developed a genu- 
ine enthusiasm and love for good music through vocal and 
appreciation courses. 


Below is a brief outline of the work done in each 
grade: 


Grade I—Rote singing. The melodies are simple, but 
tuneful, with easy progressions, and thus rote singing be- 
comes a pleasurable and valuable activity. The scale is 
taught first by rote and then from the blackboard. 


Grade II—Rote singing is continued, with the material 
placed in the pupils’ hands. Notation and simple rhythms 
are presented here. 


Grade III—To develop a music vocabulary and broad- 
en the pupil’s experience rote singing is still carried on. In 
this grade reading provides an opportunity for the child to 
gain facility in using simple elements of music. 


Grade IV—Here we have a review of the music ele- 
ments, which have become familiar to the child, introduce 
chromatics, the dotted quarter and eighth note, and simple 
two-part singing. 


Grade V—In this grade 6/8 measure is introduced, 
also dotted eighth and sixteenth notes. Two part-singing is 
continued and easy three-part-singing begun. 


Grade VI—More difficult chromatics, scale intervals 
and triplet time are developed. Three-part singing is con- 
tinued and broadened. 
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Grades VII and VItI—tThe bass clef is presented, and 
when there are changed voices the pupils experience true 
harmony in four-part singing. 


The Folk Festival presented by the pupils of all the 
schools on March 31st was well received by the audience, a 
success financially and of real educational value to the boys 
and girls, in that they learned many of the characteristic 
songs and dances. Every country has its own folk-music, 
individual in melody and rhythm and strongly suggestive of 
the racial temperament of the nation which produced it. 


In closing I wish to express my thanks to you and the 
teachers for the hearty co-operation extended me through- 
out the year.
